As a result of keeping an index of 


communicable diseases each month, 
based on daily reports 
from local 


health officers, the state board of 
health has found marked evidence 
of ar. unusual prevalence of scarlet 
fever, three weeks of-October hav- 
ing yielded 239 cases. The normal 
figure for October scarlet fever is 
249 cases. 
With many days in Oc- 


taber yet to go, the month may wit- 
ness the disease assuming epidemic 
proportions unless parents and phy- 
sicians observe all- rules 
and pre- 


cautions. Th,ere has been a,steady 
and marked increase in scarlet fever 
cases since schools opened. 


The death rate from scarlet fever 


in Wisconsin 'is. relatively high. The 
death rate usually equals or. ex- 
ceeds ,that for the registration area, 
which in 1916 includsd 70 per cent 
of the population of the U. S. .Scar- 
let fever is the only cbmmuriicable 
disease, to achieve this unenviable 
distinction in Wisconsin. 


According to a forthcoming bul- 


letin on scarlet fever prepared by 
the state board of health, this is one 
of the most dangerous and con- 
tagious 
disease 
of children and 


often terminates 
fatally. 
Every 


case i., caused by some i_ contagion 
arising from a previous case. 
All 


secretions and discharges of the pa- 
tient are infectious. Domestic ani- 
mals are known to spread the dis- 
>ase. Milk is frequently the carrier 
of the infection. 


Prompt and effective quarantine 


is a foremost requirement. Quaran- 
tine of the patient for at least-21 
days is required. 


Where the disease is prevalent 


children should be warned not 
to 


use pencils, drinking cups, or. other 
material handled by other children' 
which are likely to transmit infec- 
tion. 


Medical" inspection of school chil- 


dren is advised as a measure for 


early detection and prevention 
of 


the disease. Ninety per cent of the 
fatal cases ""occur in children under 
10 years old.

Alluding to Judge Elbert H. Gary 


as one of the "Red element of em- 
ployers," Joseph H. Brown address- 
ed about one -hundred students at a 
meeting of the Social Science'club 
of, the University on Tuesday night. 


Weighing the results of the forces 


at -work in settling the capital and 
labor controversy before the indus- 
trial conference Mr. Brown said that 
Samuel Gompers* sound conserva- 
tism will tide the nation safely over 
its present industrial crisis. "These 
forces," 
he said, "habitually 
at 


work in opposing labor legislation, 
now appear as the 
adversaries of 


the Nye bill." 


In response to requests from the 


audience as to .what part socialism 
played in the American Federation 
of Labor, Mr. Brown remarked, that 
this force is of but feeble influence 
as the labor leaders recognize that 
mutual co-operation is preferable at 
present to dissension. He disparag- 
ed the idea of labor unions meddling 
too much with politics, claiming that 
it causes unio_n leadere to lose'sight 
of the immediate needs of their con- 
stituents.

Yfomen's business and Pofessional 
club, held last night at the public 
library,. plans for perfecting the 
organization begun last June 
and 


for the work of the" coming" year 
were discussed. 
, 


The inspiration for more organ- 


ized work came from two reports 
from delegates 
to the National 


Federation of 
Women's Business 


Clubs, held during the" summer 
at 


St. Louis. The first of these re- 
ports came from Miss 
Ballou, a 


member of 
_ the history _ faculty of 


the university. According to her, 
the personnel of the meeting at St. 
Louis was a mixture of all imag- 
inable types of women 
from _the 


fluffy feminine to the strong-mind- 
ed masculine. Miss Ballou read a 
list of over 25 different occupations 
and professions, represented among 
them law, medicine, newspaper, ad- 
vertising, ".dentistry, ^farming, bank- 
ing, broking, clerking, library work, 
hair-dressing, and many others. 


This conference at St. Louis'was 


the first meeting of all .the Busi- 
ness clubs, and was only made pos- 
sible though.' the assistance of the 
Y. W. C. A. and the energetic work 
of Miss Lena Phillips, as executive 
secretary. 


The purpose of organizing this 


federation is 
to bring 
together 


working women from all over the 
country and to formulate common 
aims and a common basis on which 
to direct the work of the separate 
clubs all over the country. 
Forty- 


five states were represented at St. 
Louis, and it may be interesting to 
note that the southern and western 
women were by far the most ener- 
getic and progressive. 
The work 


of the federation will be directed 
toward the following: repeal .of laws 
unfavorable to women and, improve- 
ment in working conditions, better 
housing conditions, standardization 
of work and wages, and the educa- 
tion of women along political and 
economic lines better fitting them 
for the ballot. Already, in St. Paul, 
all evening work for worn en has been 
stopped, and in New York restric- 
tions differentiating men and wom- 
en in civil service have been remov- 
ed through the efforts of the Wom- 
en's Business clubs. 


Miss N.-Lynch of Beaver lodge, 


also a delegate to St. Louis, pleaded 
for the equality of women with men, 
not alone. in political ways, but in 
business efficiency. 
She said that 


the world has ceased to be a man's 
world, and.the only difference lies 
not in the individual not in what 
men and women are doing. Every 
woman must make this a recognized 
fact through 
her 
efficiency, and 


should pledge herself 
to the ad- 


vancement of 
woman's 
standing 


through trying to raise1 the stand- 
ards, industrially, socially, and fin- 
ancially. 
She also said that South 


America is far behind this contin- 
ent in.that, respect, as 
women's 


rights are not even considered, and 
the working 
woman receives no 


privileges whatever; it not even be- 
ing customary for her to enter a 
down-town restaurant. 


After planning a supper meeting, 


a more, favorable hour for most 
women, the meeting was adjourned 
until future 
opportunity • for dis- 


cussing and making more concrete 
plans for .local .work.
